1 . This communication is in response to applicant's 04/07/2008 amendment in the 
application of Suh et al. for a "Method for calculating hop count of mobile IP in an IP network" 
filed 02/17/2004. This application claims foreign priority based on the application P2003-9734 
filed February 17, 2003 in Republic of Korea. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted 
under 35 U.S. C 11 9(a) - (d). The proposed amendment has been entered and made of record. 
Claims 3, 9, 16, 21, 23-26 have been canceled per Applicant's request, and claims 1, 4, 7, 13, 20, 
22 have been amended. The claims have been amended to better point out and more distinctly 
claim subject matter comprising the invention. 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-8, 10-15, 17-20, 22 are allowable as evident by applicant's amendment 
(Claims are renumbered as 1-18 respectively). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest wherein the step of generating by the MN a binding update 
message and sending to a correspondent node and a home agent the generated binding update 
message, if it is determined from the hop count that a distance between the new access router and 
the RAP exceeds a distance limitation, as specifically recited in the claims.
